Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's Representative, Jenni R. Mohen, points out that Hokari 
does not disclose determining whether the trusted IP telephone is a proper recipient. Examiner disagrees and 
indicates that in column 4, lines 13-50 Hokari makes determination as to whether the called party is a proper recipient 
as claimed based on the called party number containing codes for making the determination of who is supposed to 
receive the call as explained in the citation. Applicant also mentions that claim 5 is not disclosed by the reference. 
Examiner has clearly showed that the limitations of claim 5 are disclosed in Hokari and Civanlar as combined, and 
support has been provided in Civanlar, column 9 through column 10, line 12. No agreement was reached. 
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
